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FOREWORD 


This  directory  is  intended  to  serve  as  a guide  to  visitors  and 
patrons  of  the  San  Francisco  Public  Schools.  These  schools  offer  free 
instruction  in  a viide  variety  of  subjects  from  kindergarten  through 
junior  college.  Special  classes  for  adults  are  conducted  during  both 
days  and  ez’ening  hours. 

Parents  laho  contemplate  enteri)ig  their  children  in  the  San  Fran- 
cisco Public  Schools  tvill  be  u’cleomed  by  the  principal  of  their 
neighborhood  school  preferably  during  the  morning  hours.  Nezu  resi- 
dents zvho  zvish  to  register  children  in  a public  school  for  the  first 
time  should  present  a transfer  blank  and  a transcript  of  record  from 
the  school  the  children  last  attended.  Pending  the  receipt  of  such 
information,  principals  may  register  pupils  upon  oral  statements.  A 
California  state  lazv  requires  students  to  attend  school  until  they 
attain  their  eighteenth  year  or  are  graduated  from  a four  year  high 
school.  Kindergartens  register  pupils  at  the  minimum  age  of  four 
years  and  nine  months.  First  grade  pupils  must  be  one  year  older. 

In  the  pages  of  this  directory  zvill  be  found  listings  covering 
almost  ez’ery  type  of  modern  educational  offerings  designed  to  meet 
I the  needs  of  pupils  and  students  of  all  ages.  Adult  students  may.  obtain 
supplementary  information  regarding  the  rich  program  offered  in  the 
vocational  and  technical  field  by  requesting  a copy  of  the  free  booklet. 
“A  Bridge  To  Tomorrozo.” 

Educators  zvho  are  visiting  in  San  Francisco  may  arrange  appoint- 
ments for  visits  to  schools  by  conferring  zvith  the  assistant  to  the 
superintendent.
